The fourth alRHI out we were due 
la paas pretty note to one of the 
enemy's Islnnd Ussre. II was there, 
11 anywhere, that we would en- 
counter » ii'-ii).v uatrolt alltl I Qgurcd 
an pa-vrtiu; (luring khr hour* of 
darkjiess. Due Mr lire good wrailier 
aixl oar good luck su tar we were 
a little ahead of schedule but I kept, 
going rislit along, hoping Umt with 
a good night's run I would leave Uie 
dftrufer far astern bjr dawn the tiMt 
marnlng. We were all alert, of 
course, and expecting anjitlilnc but 

luck turned to the «■ riy about that 

time, and ce got a inuv racr? than 
wo expected. 

It was two o'clock In the after- 
noon. The sun was high to a brassy 
sky and the sea was amoaLti aa 
glass, unbroken except for me broad 
white waio that snI directly from 
our stem back to the horlixm. It 
may have been Chat I heard the 
beat of a plane's mcrtnrn over tnc 
throb of our dlcscls, but 1 wasn't 
directly conscious of It. The son 
bearing una our danger bearing, and 
t was keeping a pretty Rood watch 
on It. 

Anyhow, by the merest chance I 
slipped Use ray niter over my bino- 
cular.-, and looked directly towards 
tho sun. There was a plane eom- 
lns right in at us. the *un on his 
tall, and beajliut down as fast as 
he could come. He must nave hnd 
the luck to tiave picked us up 
when tie was right between us and 
the sun, for up till then wc hadn't 
seen a thing. 

We went down fuit. The lookouts 
and tin quartermaster went down 
the hatch In a mad scramble and 
my reel were right on their necki 
u3 I dropped donm tuid cloned trie 
hatch We weren't any too soon. 
The periscope was Just going under 
when the bombs exploded. Thr-y 
hfuln't. missed as by many feet. 

Tile rupkieion shook us from stem 
ta stem and the whale ship quivered 
and vibrated as thmwh it was about 
to foil apart. I took hei down to 
eighty feet and after a few tnliiutca 
In the eternal silence down there we 
were able to collect our sliattered 
nerves. It liud been a claw thins, 
loo close to risk repenting soon 
again. 

After nn hour of cnnslng nt eighty 
feet 1 about decided that I could 
risk coming up bo periscope depth 
and having a look. I know now 
that I should have gone deeper, 
much deeper. The sun was still 
high and the water was clear as 
crystal The nlime must liure 
been able to catch on occasional 
r^impae of our shadow under the 
waler. It's one of those things 
you learn from experience If you 
live through the experience. 

Just as 1 had about decided thai, 
tile worst was over the listener 
reported the sound or screws. The 
surface patrol was coining In, and 
tt wasn't long before wc knew they 
were coming in atndfbt and last. 
The beat of the screws Brew louder 
every minute. 

The course of the surface patrol 
toward ua was altogether too direct 
lo be explained by luck alone. It 
became quite apparent to me that 
the airplane patrol had eomehow 
beeq able to track ua on our course 
underwater. 11 was very probable 
that the bombing we had under- 
gone hnd opened up our seams 
enough for oil leakage to show a 
■tip, 

It wiis still more ptohuW,- T 
wasn't deep enough to prevent the 
plane from Retting an occasional 
glimpse of our hull whenever 11 hap- 
pened to get the light just right. 
The conditions were Ideal for air- 
craft observation. I decided to bo 
down to two hundred feet 

It was not an easy decision to 
make. At two hundred feet the 
tea pressure was nearly nine tons 
on every square foot of our hull 
surface. The detonation of depth 
charges close aboard would be much 
harder on the already ncverely- 
strained hull plates, but there didn't 
teem to be any other reasonable 
course of action I could take. 

The depth chsrges weren't long 



In ccimlng. and the enemy wasn't 
at *U stingy In the way he handed 
Olim out. Wc were scarcely down to 
two hundred feet tlmn they got the 
first barrage off. Tlrey seemed to 
be ahead ol us, and astern, and on 
all aides. 

We were proceeding through a 
forest or explosions. Then one 
must have gone off right over the 
top of us. The connlnu-tower 
hatch lifted off the seat tram lite 
foree of the wave of detonations. 
All of us and everything In the con- 
nliui-tower got a brief shower of 
satl, waler under high pressure 
before the tremendous pressure of 
the sea slainroed the hatch bnck 
down on the gasket again.

OPENED my 
mouth to order the canning- 
tower abandoned, but It was all 
over before I could speak. Then 
1 noticed that we were coming 
up at a sharp anyle, coming up last, 
the number* ticking off under the 
depth gauge needle like tho floor 
numbers on the tell-tale of a 
descending elevator. We were up 
at a hundred and fifty, then a 
hundred before there was any 
apparent reduction in the angle. 

The diving officer yelled up from 
the contro)-rt>nrn below that the 
alern planes were Jammed. I backed 
bnrli motors full speed, but It 
seemed that nothing would Dlop her 
from ahoo'iue to the surfnee and 
certain dr'itniclion. 

At sixty feet the diving officer got 
control I went ahead again on 
the motors. Then we started for 
the bottom and tile bottom was two 
thousand fathoms down. Wc went 
on down, diving to three hundred 
feet before we levcBod off. Then 
the diving officer got control again, 
in the nick of ttme, before the pres- 
sure of i nn sea ouueexed us into a 
,ma&3 of wreckage He planed her 
up to two hundred feet, and I 
slowed down again to silent run- 
nine". 

The patrol above laid down 
another pattern oF depth churnes 
around ii.'.. A few more light bulbs 
trarsi broken In their sockets. Leaks 
were reported from both forward 
and aft. It commertcod to look as 
though the Neptune had encoun- 
tered the contingency against 
which the force commander had 
laid bis plans. 

After the first allack things 
weren't quite so bad. At ovr 
gr eater depth the plane probuhly 
could no longer follow us, and as 
the xun sank lower towards the 
portion the light conditions became 
less and less favornhlc for him. 

Nevertheless the patrols kept 
doggedly on our trail. They were 
following us with listening devices 
and they must have been pretty 
good at it because it seemed there 
never was a lime that we were out of 
the sound of an enemy's propellers. 
Every, now and then they would 
shower down with another batch of 
depth chantes. Some of them were 
far away indiraline thLbt the patrols 
had picked up a false scent, but 
altogether ton often they were un- 
comrnrtably close auoard 1 counted 
forty-three depth charges that 
afternoon and there were lots of 
limes when I was loo busy to count. 

Tt Hot to fie rather wearlntt on 
the nerves. I noticed that routine 
operations were no loneer carried 
out With the old snap and the depth 
control was particularly ragged. 
Everybody seemed distracted, feel- 
ing that the next attack would be 
the last 

I sent, silt Green on a tour 
thro'iRh the ship to estimate the 
damage we had sustained. Tlis re- 
port was not too encouraging but 
none af the leaks was Immediately 
dangerous, up forward U was merely 
annoylnif, but hack In the engine* 
room the water was slowly gettlliR 
deeper m the bilges, if It rose high 
enough to short out the motors wo 
would be In a bad way. 

We didn't dare pump bilges for 
fear tlie oil muted with the engine- 
room hllge water would betray our 
location In fact, there wasn't, much 
we could do except bear it as beat 
we could, and that In ltscH was the 
hardest on our nerves. We would 
all have welcomed action, even 
disastrous, desperate, suicidal action. 

It eould&t last forever. One way 
or the other It had to end. At six 
twelve the sun set and by seven tt 
would be completely dark, For- 
tunately there was no taoon. The 
hours wore on. 



m could almuj'4 
hear at least one petrol veatel. but 
by sunset they snemed to have lost 
any direct contact. Prom the 
periodic way In which ther came 
and went I figured they had eel up 
a systematic patrol, sieamliui back 
and forth at eight knots, covering 
the whole area around us. 

A little after seven o'clock T de- 
cided I had aa good an opportunity 
to break away as 1 woe likely to get 
A patrol bad passed aMern Of us a 
short time before but the sound of 
her propellers was rapidly receding 
in the distance. I brought the Nep- 
tune up to periscope depth. The 
periscope eyepiece was like a mlrrrjr 
of black glass. Nat a sinale rs_v of 
light penetrated IL I came on up 
to the surface and as quickly as we 
could I got under way an the en- 
gines. 

I knew we would have to dodge 
enemy patrols. We hadn't been out 
of touch with them far Ave hours. 
T took only two men up to the bridge 
to act as lookouLs. The ejuarler- 
maeter steered from the cotining- 
tower and Bill 11 reen stood by down 
there to carry out my orders. The 
tubes were ready for firing but we 
were mainly Interested in getting 
away as quickly as we could. All 
our engines were cm the screws and 
the luminous wake stood out behind 
us like a white scar on the onyx 
surface of the sea. 

We cot along pretty well for half 
an hour. Then niy starboard look- 
out reported that he Lhouftbl be 
could see the gleam of an occasional 
while patch on the surface of the 
sea Just abaft Ihe starboard beam. 
I looked and for a while I thought 
It was his Imagination or the dis- 
turbance canned try a playful 
porpoise.
